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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

--synaptic vesicle protein 2-was inserted in claim 93 between "aft" and "SV2". 
The recitation of "an LBS" in b) of claims 93 and 1 39 was changed to "a LBS". 
" SV2B " in claim 156 was changed to " SV2C" . 

--the amino acid sequence of-- was inserted in claims 175, 180 and 186 between 
"comprising" and "SEQ ID NO:2" and that was also inserted between "comprising" and 
"SEQ ID NO:6" in the claims. 

Claims 93-95, 97-1 01 , 1 39-1 41 , 1 44-1 54, 1 56, 1 74-1 83, and 1 85-1 89 were 
renumbered as claims 1-38. 

The title of the instant invention was changed to "Methods for identifying agents 
that bind a levetiracetam binding site (LBS) or compete with LEV binding to a LBS of a 
synaptic vesicle protein 2 (SV2)." 
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3. During a telephone conversation with Sally Teng on May 16, 2008, the recitation 
of "a SV2" in the claims would be changed to "an SV2" to be consistent with the 
disclosure in the specification.
